Confession of affair ruins 
chance to be top officer 


WASHINGTON — Air Force Gen. 
Joseph Ralston gave up his fight to 
become the nation’s top military officer 
Monday. 

His candidacy was doomed by the 
clamor over his admission that he had an 
adulterous affair years ago. 

Ralston mounted a last-ditch effort on 
Capitol Hill trying to save his once-bright 
chance to-be chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. But he took his name out 
qf the running when it became apparent 
he had little backing. 

In recent days, lawmakers and 
women's groups had accused the military 
of foUowing Q double standard — allow- 
ing on adulterous general to be promot- 
ed while hundreds of lower-ranking ser- 
vice members faced severe disciplinary 
action for similar actions. 

“The attempt to have one standard for 
a four-star general and another for a first 
lieutenant was bound to foil," said Rep. 
Charles Schumer, D-N.Yr; referring to 
Air Force 1st Lt. Kelly Flinn, the B;52 
pilot who recently resigned after being 
I threatened with a coun-mortial.

WASHINGTON — House 
Republicans rolled out a plan 
Monday to cut ta.\es by S85 billion 
over the next five years, a far- 
reaching proposal that offers deep 
reductions for many families, busi- 
nesses and investors. Democrats 
assailed the plan as tilted in favor 
of the wealthy. 

Rep. Dill Archer, R-Tcxas, chair- 
man of the Ways and Means 
Committee, described his bill as 
the biggest tax cut in 16 years. If 
signed into law, he said, it would 
complete “virtually all the items in 
our Contract with America" — the 
OOP's 1994 campaign manifesto. 

Evoking a tax-fairness theme like- 
ly to be heard many times through 
the 1998 election season. Democrats 
maintained the proposed cuts would 
do too little for middle-class 
Americans and the worldng poor. 

The ranking Democrat on the 
Ways and Means Committee, Rep. 
Charles Rangel of New York, said 
Archer distorted the spirit of the 
May budget outline agreed to by 
President Clinton and GOP leaders 
in Congress, which left details of 
the tax package to zLreher and his 
Senate counterpart. . 

“He's just pushed this envelope, 
I hope, so far to the right that the 
president will not be able to see 
what he intended to have in it," 
Rangel said. 

Anhcr told a news conference the 


“tax relief package we vniU consider 
represents a solid first step toward a 
smaller government for bureaucrats 
in Washington and a larger pay- 
dieck for workers in die heartland." 

To pay for the tax relief, /Wcher 
calls for extending and modifying 
airline ticket taxes to generate 
about $30 billion over five years. 

And the plan calls for a new fed- 
eral income tax on Indian gam- 
bling, which would raise S1.9 bil- 
lion ihrou^i 2002. 

Archer proposed raising a 2-1- 
cent-per-gallon tax on kerosene; 
eliminating tax subsidies on 
ethanol; and ending a benefit tliat 
permits corporations to sell sub- 
sidiaries without p,iying taxes. 

The plan offers S321 million in 
tax breaks for the District of 
Columbia, aimed at shoring up the 
capital’s sagging economy. 

The $85 billion tax-cut package 
follow's the general outlines of the 
CHnton-GOP deal, by offering a 
$500-pcr-chi)d tax credit, roughly 
$35 billion in tax incentives for col- 
lege-bound children and others, 
cuts in capital-gains and estate 
taxes and expansion of Individual 
Retirement Accounts. 

But details of Archer's plan

• WASHINGTON — Government offi- 
cials denied immunity when they are 
sued in state courts can be barred from 
filing an immediate appeal, the Supreme 
, Court ruled Monday. 

The court’s unanimous decision in an 
Idaho case said sente couns can refuse to 
let such officials appeal the denial of 
immunity before their trial. It said the 
federal policy that allows pre-trial 
appeals for suits in federal court docs not 
automatically apply. 

The ruling covers cases in wliicli gov- 
' emment officials are accused of violating 
someone's rights under an often-used 
1871 federal civil rights low. Officials can

be granted immunity from such lawsuits 
if they did not violate n clearly estab- 
lished constitutional right. 

The right to pre-trial appeal of an 
order denying immunity “is a federal 
procedural right that simply does not 
apply in a non-fedcral forum,” Justice 
John Paul Stevens wTOte for the court. 

“We have made it quite clear that it is 
a matter for each state to dedde how to 
structure its judicial system," he added. 

llie case involves a former Idaho state 
employee, I^istinc Fankell, who sued 


four officials of the state Liquor 
Dispensary after she was fired from her 
job as a liquor store clerk in 1993. 

She accused die officials of riolating her 
riglits under die dvil riglu.s law, and she 
sought financial damage.^. Tlic four offi- 
dnls invoked qualified immunity in seek- 
ing to have die lawsuit dirown nut, but a 
.trial judge refused to dismiss die case. 

The officials sought to appeal the rul- 
ing before their case went to trial. But 
the Idaho Supreme Court said slate pro- 
cedural rules barred it from hearing the 


appeal because it did not stem from a 
hnal judgment. 

llie Idalio attorney general’s office, rep- 
resenting the four officials, told the 
Supreme Court there is a federally protca- 
ed right to file an immediate appeal, no 
matter what a state’s procedural niles say. 

’Hie Supreme Court nilcd in 1985 that 
officials sued in federal coiut can appeal 
immediately if they are denied qualified 
immunity from sudi civil-riglus lawsuits. 
Because a yimt of immunity frees some- 
one from hamg to go to trial, the diimce 
to avoid a trial would be lost if an aifceal 
had to wait imril aftenvard, the comi iiid.

Thunderstorms extended over the southern Plains 
into Louisiana and across Florida Monday, while scat- 
tered showers fell in the West and the Tennessee 
Valley.

Harassment 
case gains 
hearing by 
high court 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court agreed Monday 
to decide whether same-sex 
harassment in employment vio- 
lates federal law, focusing on the 
case of an oil rig roustabout who 
says he quit because he feared 
being raped by his male supervi- 

The justices’ decision in the 
Louisiana case, expected some- 
time in 1998, will resolve conflict- 
ing rulings among federal 
appeals courts over the reach of a 
federal law that barts on-the-job 
sex discrimination. 

Joseph Oncale says lie was sex- 
ually pursued and harassed 
before he quit his 1991 job on a 
Gulf of Me.xico oil rig. 

Lower coiu'is said he could not 
sue under the federal lavy known 
as Title VII of the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964, which bans sexual 
discrimination and harassment in 
employment. Tliey said same-sex 
harassment isn’t covered by the 
law. 

In other matters, the court: 

• Ruled in a Pennsylvania case 
that public employees need not 
receive a hearing before they arc 
suspended without pay. 

• Made it easier, through a rul- 
ing in an Illinois case, for some 
prisoners to challenge their con- 

.victions if the presiding judge 
was later convicted of taking 
bribes in other cases. 

• Agreed to decide whether a 
law that makes it a crime to lie to 
any federal agency applies to 
people who just say “no” when 
asked a potentially incriminating 
quc.stion, 

• Rejected the appeal of a 
Florida man convicted of murder 
after sleeping througii 70 percent 
of this trial. 

• Said it will use the case of a 
California Gold Rush-era ship 
tliat sank 132 years ago to clarify 
how courts should handle dis- 
putes between states and trea- 
sure hunters. 

In the same-sex sexual harass- 
ment case, Clinton ndministra- , 
lion lawyers are urging the jus- 
tices to let Oncale sue under the 
federal law. 

“On its face, Title VIPs gender- 
neutral prohibition of sex dis- 
crimination extends to both oppo- 
silc-sex and same-sex discrimina- 
tion, as long ns the challenged 
conduce occurred because of the 
victim’s sex,” said lawyers from 
the Justice Department and 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission. 

Tlie term “harassment” doesn’t 
appear in the text of Title VU but 
the Supreme Court ruled in 1986 
that harassment amounts to dis- 
crimination if it creates a hostile 
environment in the workplace. 

In more-recent rulings, die jus- 
tices have explained that a hos- 
tile environment can come about 
not only through overtly sexual 
behavior but also by “discrimina- 
tory intimidation, ridicule and 
insult ... sufficiently severe or 
pervasive to alter the conditions 
of the victim’s employment.” 

Oncalc’s lawsuit against 
Sundowner Offshore Services 
and three men said he was sexu- 
ally assaulted, battered, touched 
and threatened with rape by his 
direct supervisor, John Lyons, 
and a second supervisor, Danny 
Pippen. 

Another defendant, co-worker 
Brandon Johnson, was accused of 
assisting in one of ihe alleged 
incidents. All three men named 
as defendants vehemently deny 
Uiat any harassment occurred. 

Oncale’s lawsuit said he twice 
reported the situation to his 
employer's highest-ranking repre- 
sentative on the job site, but no 
action was taken.

The agency plans a battery of 
tests to help explain what hap- 
pened, including computer mod- 
els. tests of small-scale fuel tank 
models and a fuel-air explosion 


test on a full-size Boeing 747 cen- 
ter fuel tank. 

“We’ve got the best in the 
world working for us. I sat in a 
room with 40 of these people ... in 
wiiich it was clear how little we 
do know," said.an NTSB source. 

What is known is that the 
volatile fuel-air mixture in the 
nearly empty center tank explod- 
ed from deep within the tank 
with a force that appeared to 
move forward. “We know iliat the 
forward part of the fuel tank 
failed. We know that the airplane 
opened up just in front of it, that 
it opened up just enougli so tliat 
the nose could no longer be sup- 
ported.” the NTSB source said. 

Examination of soot on the 
wreckage — how much of it and 
wiicrc it was — provided valu- 
able clues. For instance, an air- 
plane part that was li^tly sooted 
was blown off tlie airplane early, 
before the rest of the plane erupt- 
ed in a fireball when the wing 
tanks broke open. 

Investigators say they aren’t 
sure if the access door was the 
first part of the plane subjected 
to the explosive force. It may 
have been ripped off by pressure 
from an explosion coming from 
the rear, or by the failure of the 
keel beam underneath it a split- 
second inter. 

Nowhere, investigators say, is 
there any evidence of a bomb or 
missile — only the distinctive 
residue of a fuel-air explosion. 
But investigators have nbt entire- 
ly eliminated the possibility that 
a projectile from outside the 
plane could have entered the 
tank and ignited it. 

James Kallstrom, who is run- 
ning tl.e FBI’s investigation into 
lite crash, sent a letter to victims' 
families last week saying the FBI 
is in the “last phase” of its crimi- 
nal probe.

In April, expcrt.s from some of 
the world’s leading research labo- 
ratories and universities flew to 
Long Island to study the evi- 
dence. The group disbanded with- 
out drawing any cnncIu.sions, and 
knew they would have to start 
from .scratch learning about fuel- 
tank explnsiiins. 

The agency plans a battery of 
tests to help explain what hap- 
pened, including computer mod- 
els, tests of small-scale fuel tank 
models and a fuel-air explosion 


test on a full-size Boeing 747 cen- 
ter fuel tank. 

“Wc’vc got the best in the 
world working for us. I sat in a 
room with 40 of these people ... in 
which it was dear how little we 
do know," said an NTSB source. 

What is known is that the 
volatile fuel-air mixture in the 
nearly empty center tank c.xplod- 
ed from deep within the tank 
with a force that appeared to 
move forward. "Wc know that the 
forward part of the fuel tank 
Liiled. Wc know that the airplane , 
opened up just in front of it, that 
it opened up just cnougli so that 
the nose could no longer be sup- 
ported." the NTSB souice said. 

Examination of soot on the, 
wreckage — how much of it and 
where it was — provided valu- 
able clues. For in.stance, an air- 
plane part that was liglitly sooted 
was bloivn off ilio airplane early, 
before the rest of the plane erupt- 
ed in a fireball when the wing 
tanks broke open. 

Investigators say they aren’t 
sure if the access door was the 
first part of the plane subjected 
to the explosive force. It may 
have been ripped off by prcs.sure 
from an explosion coming from 
the rear, or by the failure of the 
keel beam undcmcadi it a split- 
second later. 

Nowhere, investigators say, is 
tiicrc any cridence of a bomb or 
missile — only the distinctive 
residue of a fuel-air explosion. 
But investigators have not entire- 
ly eliminated the possibility that 
a projectile from outside the 
plane could have entered the 
tank and ignited it. 

James Kallstrom, who is run- 
ning the FBI’s Investigation into 
the crash, sent a letter to victims’ 
families last week s;iying the FBI 
is in the "la.st phase" of its crimi- 
nal probe. Kallstrom said c.vperts 
would continue to examine the 
holes and punctures in the mock- 
up of the plane for the next GO to 
120 days.

A positive step toward 
a flexible college system 


When it comes to protecting their 
turf, Idaho’s universities compete wiili 
oa.clt other as aggressively in Twin 
Falls and Idaho Falls as they do on the 
football field. 

. Eadt institution nurtures its share of 
the fast-growing interactive long-dis- 
tance learning market carefully and 
guards it jealously - often for rea.sons 
tiiai have more to do with politics than 
iicndemics, 

Off-campus sers’ices are duplicated, 
or not available tti all. Course offer- 
ings, classes and rcqtiiremcnts dtangc, 
and there's no guarantee that the 
Boise State University class you took 
last year will be honored as pan of the 
Idaho State University degree you 
plan to get next year - or that you 
won’t wind up riding the bus to 
Pocatello three days a week to pick up 
the one class you need to graduate. 

lliat’s why the deal that ISU and the 
University of Idaho are about sign to 
combine the two sdionls’ offerings in 
Idaho Falls is a good idea. 

If approved by the state Board of Ed- 
ucation later this month, the plan 
would let students take classes from 
either sdiool for the .same price at Ida- 
ho Falls' University Place. Tltey would 
earn credits from the university of 
their dioice. 

The agreement is modeled on one 
between the two state colleges in Indi- 
ana. Indiana University and Purdue 
University, Indianapolis, students take 
classes from eitlier sdiool toward a de- 
gree from one or the other. 

Some Idaho Falls students already 


take classes at University Place from 
hoUi sdiools, but they complain of hil- 
ling a bureaucrtidc brick wall of regis- 
trars, transcript handlers and financial 
aid officers. That will end with the new 
agreement, university officials say.

A student interested in getting a 
four-year diploma without leaving the 
Magic Valley ought to be able to pick 
and choose among upper-division | 
classes offered by the three schools, 
and come away with a degree from 
any one of them. 

Technologically, that’s possible to- 
day. But politically, obstacles remain. 
At stake, after all, is not only state 
funding and prestige, but a bid to be- 
come Idaho’s nriual university of the 
future. 

It’s hard somehow to convince ad- 
ministrators that many Magic Valley 
residents who want to go to school, 
hold down a job and raise a family 
may not care wherv the college credits 
come from.

That’s Vegas: a tow-n with no clocks, few 
calendars and not much iiisioiy. 

Yet as America liunles toward new 
heights of prosperity, as the imperative ' 
of ^obalization turns America into a 24- . 
hour-a-day economy based on postindus- 
trial ima^neering, as “gaming” spreads 
to every state, L;is Vegas-ificailon looms 
dead ahead. And so, as subdivisions and 
strip malls pave over memories, leaving 
U.S with little more than Internet (took- 
marks, we are all in a search for some- 
thing real to ding to. 

T.S. Eliot called it “tlie historical 
sense” - the comfort of feeling that the 
past is still present and relevant. Tliat’s 
why, throujdioiit human liistoiy', people 
have identified heroes - even if they had 
to make them up. Rtimulus, the first king 
of Rome; St. Patrick, the patron saint of 
Ireland; or George Washington, our own 
founding hither, were ^ven biographies 
that, at a minimum, have been heavily 
embellished. 

llie root figure of a culture doesn’t 
even liave to be virtuous. The French 
writer llonorc dc Balzac once said that 
behind cveiy fortune is a crime. The 
same miglit liold true for every civiliza- 
tion. The Romans celebrated ilic rnpe of 
the Sabine Women by Romulus and lus 
men. From Blackbeard’s Caribbean to 
Billy the Kid’s Old West, lawbreakers can 
define a place as much as law-abidcrs. 
And, in Chicag«>, Al Capone is now en- 
trenched in Windy City mystique - a 
po.sthtunous pillar of sodety, good for 
tourism. 

No wonder the King still lives so large 
in Las Vegas, a city lltat didn’t even exist 
until 191 1. By Las Vegas standards, he’s 
venerable hisioiy, worthy of all the 


shrines and wannabes that exist in itis 
image. 

To be sure, lot.s of iiLstorics compete 
for market share. Cowboys and prospec- 
tors dominate the neon iconography of 
the hotels along Fremont Street, tlie old- 
er part of (oivn. But along the famed' 
Strip, casinos with more exotic themes 
predominate - Luxor, built in the shape 
of a pyramid; complete with a sphinx out 
front; Caesars Palace, Excalibur, Trea- 
sure Island, Monte Carlo, New York-New 
York and, soon, new hotels based on 
Paris and Venice. 

Yet the most compelling theme is 
gangsterism, which has tiie additional 
vinue of being true to Vegas' roots. Las 
Vegas was little more than a crossroads 
for cattle and trtiins until Dec. 26, 1946, 
when Benjamin “Bugsy” Siegel opened 
up the Damingo hotel with just 105 
rooms. Jimmy Durante told jokes that 
night; Xavier Cugat conducted his band. 
Today, with a big boost from the Warren 


Beatty film, Bugsy is remembered as a 
man whose vision was vindicated. 

■ As Tamra Peterson, a public relations 
ofhcial at the Flamingo, now owned by 
Hilton Hotels, put it. Siege! was the first • 
to see Vegas as “a resort destjoauwt:" In- 
deed, the IHamingo, commemoniting its 
50th anniversary, shows a free 30-minute 
movie on the life of Siegel in Bugsy’s 
Celebrity 'nieatcr and Lounge. Not over- . 
looked is the colorful end of Bugsy: As 
the official history of the Flamingo help- 
fully reminds lus. Siege! lived in fear of ; 
being killed by fellow mobsters, so he 
honeycombed the Flamingo with trap- 
doors and escape routes - “mo.st of wliich 
still exist today." Yet Siege! was killed 
anyway on June 20, 1947 -another an- 
niversary to remember. 

Siegel never lived to see ,Vcg;is be- 
come “a real class joint." But if even 
Mafiosi can get their day in tlie historical 
sun, (hen Elvisified weddings have their . 
place in America’s millennial firmament. 

And so as Lus Vegas goes, so goc.s the 
country: finding history where we can, 
making it up us we need to.

Crew locates leak In Mir cooling system 

MOSCOW — The Russian Amorican crew of ihc Mir space station 
tried Monday to patch a leak in the cooling system — one of a string 
of brcakdovi'ns that has raised doubts about s^ety aboard the orbit- 
ing outpost. 

The tcmpcranire control system began leaking coolant in early 
April and briefly raised temperatures on some parts of the siadon to 
above 86 degrees. 

Tlie temperatures came down after the ctcav plugged ns-o major 
leaks, but the location of a third had evaded diem for months. 

The final leak was located over the \veekend, Vera Medvedkova, a 
spokeswoman for the Mission Control Center near Moscow, said 
Monday. The crew was working to fix it, using equipment recently 
delivered by the NASA space shutde Atlantis. 

U.S. couple find way out of Borneo Jungle 

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia •— An American couple lost for evo 
days in a dense Borneo jun^e inliabitcd by elephants and crocodiles 
wandered out to safety Monday, “dred but happy after a scary time.” 

Police began searching Sunday for Robert Merge, 72, and his wife, 
Marrylen, 52, of Seatde, after they failed tOTCtum as planned to 
their camp Saturday night from a wildlife observadon hike. 

Tlic tivo had gone alone to look for elephants and crocodiles, and 
could not find their way back, Mrs. Merge told reporters. She said 
they wandered around hoping for die best, and came out of the jun- 
gle Monday at a pJaniadon, where rillagers helped iJjem take a bus 
to dieir tour guide’s house about 15 miles atray.

KRAKOW, Poland (AP) — On 
the most personal day in a nostal- 
gic visit to his homeland. Pope 
John Paid n prayed Monday at his 
parents’ grave and spoke of his 
own failing health and advancing 
years. 

Age and infirmity have slowed 
the pontiff noticeably since his last 
major pilgrimage home six years 
ago. Poles worried this may be his 
last visit have watched him over 
the past 10 days in silent admira- 
don. 

The 77-year-old pope broke the 
ice Monday, speakhig of his hospi- 
tal stays and his understanding of 
the suffering of others. 

"Every day I try to be close to 
your sufferings," he said while vis- 
iting heart transplant patients at a 
hospital named in his honor. ‘‘I 
can say this because I am familiar 
•with the experience of a hospital 
bed.” 

A few minutes later, he noted 
that he actually had little experi- 
ence with Polish hospitals. He used 
to sec his brother, a doctor, at work 
before he died of scarlet fever in 
1932, the pope recalled, and was 
hospitalized himself for two weeks 
ivich a concussion in 1944. 

“But in Rome I have been admit- 
ted four times to the Gcmelli 
Polyclinic, sometimes for several 
days, and others several weeks,” 
henoted. 

At his ne.xt stop, a church dedi- 
cated to the newly canonized 
Queen Hedwig, die pope joked: “I 
just come from the hospital, but 
they sent me away. They just took 
my n:une." 

His hospital stays date to 1981, 
when he was shot in the abdomen 
by a Turkish gunman, and the 
lengthening scries of ailments have 
started to take their toll in recent 
years, He had surgery for a colon 
tumor in 1992, for a broken leg in . 
1994 and for an inflamed appendix 
last October. 

Jolm Paul walks with diffiailty, 
often with a cane, and has a 
mtu-ked tremor in his left hand and 
slurred speech, which many 
believe arc symptoms of 
Parkinson's di.scasc.

Italian star announces 
‘Slalom of Peace’ event 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegov- 
ina (AP) - Alberto Tomba, visit- 
ing war-battered Sarajevo and 
surrounding ski tracks, said 
Monday that “Slalom of Peace," 
an event featuring the world’s top 
100 skiers, will be held in 
December. 

Italy’s five-time Olympic medal- 
ist and the most cliarismatic skier 
of his generation hopes the com- 
petition will help rebuild 
Sarajevo, site of the 1984 Winter 
Olympics. 

“I am sure that Sarajevo will 
manage to become what it used to 
be, maybe even better,” he said. 

Tomba supported Bo.snian ath- 
letes ihrougliout die 3 1/2-year war. 
On his oneway visit, he toured the 
city and adjacent mountains 
Bjclosnica and Igman, where some 
Olympic events took place. 

During die Bosnian war, the two 
mountains were die scene of some 
of the most vicious fighting in 
which all sports facilities and 
hotels were destroyed and 
burned. 

Last winter, the Austrian dty of 
Insbruck, another Olympic venue, 
donated money and equipment to 
help Sarajevo authoriries repair a 
few ski-lifts on Mount Bjclasnica. 

After touring die dty and moun- 
tains where he competed in the 
slalom in 1987, Tomba said he was 


surprised by the level of destruc- 
tion. 

‘Tve seen djings that couldn’t be 
seen on television," he said. 

Tomba said the first postwar 
winter sports event, a “Slalom' of 
Peace,” will be held on Bjclasnica 
on Dec. 23. Different Bosnian and 
international companies and agen- 
dcs, induding UNICEF, will pnr- 
tidpatc in its organizadon. 

Etiliem Bicakdc, prime minister 
of the Muslim-Croat federation, 
said liis government and local com- 
panies plan to build a non-profit 
youth ski center on Mount 
Bjclasnica. 

The destroyed hotels and other 
facilities ivill be rebuilt to meet 
western standards dirough foreign 
investments and operate as joint 
ventures, he said.

Bigger shoulders will come with the 
wider roadway, allowing more room for 
walkers and runners, Burgess said. With 
several subdivisions along the road, 
many exercisers use the stretch, espe- 
cially in the mornings. 

A rise will be taken out of the road, 
improving drivers’ view aiicad, Burgess 
said. The rise obscures a bus stop, wliich 
has been a problem. 

The highway district a couple years 
•ago talked about making a beltway to 
route heavy traffic around Twin Falls, 
but that discussion was dropped 
because of neighbors’ concerns, Burgess 
said.

RUPERT - When Clarence Bellem 
died, Minidoka County lost a prominent 
citizen, but a family lost a devoted 
father and a friend.

Prosecutors seek permission to 
link Kaezynski to more explosions 


SACRAMENTO. Calif. (AP) — 
Prosecutors on Monday sought 
permission to introduce a wealth 
of evidence linking Theodore 
Kaezynski to all of th« 
Unabomber explosions, even 
thougli he’s only charged in four 
bombings. 

Among the most damning evi- 
dence, according to the govern- 
ment: a fully constructed 
"Unabom-cype” bomb. 

Prosecutors also included 
quotes from Kaezynski’s personal 
journal, including this alleged 
description of an attempted 
bombing gone auTy: 

"Last fall, I attempted a bomlv 
ing and spent nearly three hun- 
dred bucks Just for travel expens- 
es, motel, clothing for disguise, 
etc. <\side from cost of materials 
for the bomb. /And then the thing 
failed to explode. Damn.” 

The bomb was among items 
seized last year from Kaezynski’s 
remote Montana cabin, govern- 
ment prosecutors wrote in a 
memo to U.S. District Judge 
Garland Burrell Jr. filed after the 
court's normal business hours 
Monday. 

"The cabin bomb was con- 


structed by filling a g-inch diame- 
ter copper tube with an explosive 
charge and placing the copper 
tube, along with additional explo- 
sive powder, inside of a larger, 
homemade lead pipe,” prosecu- 
tors wrote. 

Other evidence linking 
Kaezynski to the blasts includes 
letters to several of the victims 
and messages to other individuals 
and publications, most of them 
written on a typewriter also 
seized from the Montana cabin. 

"In tlic late 1970s, Kaezynski 
recorded the details of his first 
bombing, and he continued 
memorializing his bombing activi- 
ties through the final entries," 
prosecutors wrote. 

Kaezynski, 55, a former 
Berkeley math professor, is 
charged in a 10-couni indictment 
with four northern California 
bombings — two fatal blasts 10 
years apart in Sacramento, and 
two others which seriously 
injured San Francisco Bay-area 
acadcmic.s. 

He is also charged in a, third . 
fatal bombing in New Jersey, 
where he will be tried after the 
California ca.se is resolved.

5100,000 because of damage to a 
neiglibor's landscaping, and offi- 
cials arc worried about briicel- 
l(isi.s.

"They think they’re doing good 
feeding wildlife and they don't

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Environmental groups attack Northwest forest plan 


BOISE (AP) — The draft environ- 
menial .malysis of the expansive Upper 
Cnltimhia River Basin Ecosystem 
ManaKemeni Plan is now under attack 
from both sides. 

After the heinf^ibelcd by the timber 
iiuiiisiry Iasi month as nothing more 
ihan a call for inaciion, environmental 
grou])s on Monday launched their own 
campaign against the proposal they 
claim would "log it to save it" with no 
effort ID protect the last remaining 
large wild land areas in the lower 48 
slates. 

"The management direction set by 
the preferred alternative overlooks the 
value of the roadless lands — the Big 
Wild — ecologically and socially," said 
Craig Gehrke, Idaiio director for The 


Wilderness Society. 

. The four-year, S3S million project 
fis recommending aggressive restora- 
tion of forest and range on 72 mil- 
lion acres in Washington, Oregon. 
Idaho, Montana, Nevada, Utah and 
Wyoming. 

The preferred management option 
calls for logging di.scased forests, thin- 
ning overcrowded stands and u.sing pre- 
scribed fire to burn thickets of debris 
to help prevent destructive wildfires 
and insect infestations. 

While the timber industry agreed 
with the problems outlined in the 
analysis, officials expressed concern 
over a lack of local mar.agvntcnt and 
the creation of new layers of bureau- 
cracy. 


“This creates an environment ripe 
for litigation, which means the plan . 
gets wound up in the courts, and man- 
agement actions never get on the 
ground,** Jim Riley, executive vice 
president for the Inicrmouniain Forest 
Industry Association, in statement in 
May. “The result is inaciion. which 
overrides the j;ood w-ork that the pre- 
ferred alternative envisions." 

But Gehrke said on Monthly that the 
plan essentially clears the way for 
clear-cutting, logging road construc- 
tion. mining and development in what 
he culled healthy wilderness ecosys- 
tems. 

Eight groups in Idaho, Montana and 
Wyoming, joined by the Sierra Club, 
The Wilderness Society and the 


National Wildlife Federation, hope to 
generate terns of thousands of requests 
from individuals throughout the West 
for modification of the plan so it pro- 
tects wild areas, particularly in Idaho's 
Salmon River County and around 
Yellowstone and Glacier national 
parks. 

“We have a responsibility to pro- 
tect the big wild areas in tlic 
Northern Rockies for future genera- 
tions to use and enjoy,” Gehrke said 
as the coalition called tlie Nortliern 
Rockies Campaign prepared to .sub- 
mit the first 4,000 comments to fed- 
eral officials. 

Tlie campaign intends to use phone 
hunks and take advantage of major 
events ihroughoiit the region over the 


next 120 days of the public comment 
period to bombard federal land'man- 
iigemont planners with the me.ssage it 
maintains is supported by an over- 
whelming majority of Americans. 

A poll commissioned by the cam- 
paign found that 77 percent of those 
surveyed nationwide from May 29 
through June 1 supported protection of 
the remaining wild areas. 

The poll of 1,010 people had an error 
rate of plus or minus 3 percentage 
points. It was conducted by Celinda 
Lake of Lake Sosin Snell & Association. 
Lake’s polling last year for Democratic 
Senate candidate Walt Minnick put 
Minnick within a few percentage points 
of Republican Sen. Larry Craig, who 
won by 17 percent points,

In a deal with prosecutors to

guilty and received a life prison 
term with no chance for parole 
until after 20 years in c.xchange 
for his testimony against 
Hairston.

BOISE (AP) — The Idaho 
Supreme Court upheld the riglit 
of a city to control litter and nui- 
.sances within its boundaries.un 
Monday but said city officials 
must defend their actions against 
legal clKillcngcs. 

"In making the determination 
that cerc.iin items are litter or 
trash that should be removed 
from private property, the city 
runs the risk of being sued for 
taking property of value from the 
property owner,” Chief Justice 
Linda Copple Trout wTote for the 
unanimous court. 

Tlie decision came in the claim 
of William Roell that the city of 
Boise illegally removed items 
from his South Garden Street 
yard in 1993. 

For two years, city officials had 
been citing Roell for violating the 
zoning, housing and litter ordi- 
nances by storing vehicles, motor- 
cycles, boats, bicycles, latvn mn'tv- 
ers construction material and 
what they called other dcliris in 
liicynrd. 

Roell, wiio spent much of his 
time in California and the rest at 
the Garden Street house, did 
notiling. 

Finally, city officials decided to 
have the offensive material 
removed, notified Roell of that 
fact and Iiircd a contr.Tctor to do 
the work. .The contractor left all 
titled vehicles, moiorcyde.s, boats 
anti several hum mowers. But he 


removed laivn mowers that were 
in pieces, bicycle pans, hike tire.s, 
construction niiiturial.s and 60 car 
tires. 

Roell challenged the action, 
claiming the property had value 
and lie intended to use it. But the 
city convinced District Judge 
Robert Roweti tliai it had the 
authority to remove the debris 
and the challenge should be di.s- 
missed. 

But the high court reinstated 
Roell’s legal action, holding (hai 
there was a legitimate question 
over whether the material had 
value that could only be settled 
by a court. 

In other case,s, the higJi coun: 

• Upheld a lower court niling 
that Les Bois Race Track in Boise 
was not liable for injuries sus- 
tained by a horse brought on to 
the track under a "release of lia- 
bility” form. The court rejected 
the' claim of owners Bill and 
Donna Anson that they had no 
choice but to .sign il'e rclea.se if 
they wanted to bring Jake’s First 
to the track. 

• Rejected the claim of an Ada 
County man that he could not be 
prosecuted for felony driving 
without a license ;if he had 
already been prosecuted for mis- 
demeanor driving without proof 
of insurance. Tlie court held that 
the two were not the same crime 
and could be charged indepen- 
dently of the other.

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Adopted buffalo find home on the Yakamas’ range 


.? tJerd prospers; 
9 cows give 
birth in May 

TOPPENISH, Wash. (AP) - 
After an 800-ycar hiatus, the 
most powerful chief of Native 
American legend is pro.spering 
once again in the Valley of tiie 
Three Sisters — Adams, St. 
Helens and Rainier. 

He is Tsiilum, chief of the buf- 
falo people, and ids family has 
grown from 12 to -IS since it 
began assemoling in the Yakima 
Valley in 1992. 

Translation: A herd of bison, 
commonly known as buffalo, 
were adopted by the Yakama 
Indian Nation's Cultural 
Heritage Center Committee five 
years ago and placed on SO reser- 
vation acres. Last month, the 
herd demonstrated its ability to 
grow and prosper with the birth 
of nine calves. 

While other ranches and small 
farms around Central 
Washington are raising bison, 
this is the Yakama Nation's first 
encounter with the animals in 
hundreds of years. 

Tire purpose of the herd is 
threefold, says Judy Garcia, 
director of the Cultural Heritage 
Center: as a potential economic 
development project for tiie 
tribe, a source of buffalo meat for 
the Yakama Nation’s restaurant 
and another link for tourists to 
the Nation's ancient traditions 
and history. 

Rai-sing bison may sound like n 
simple proposition, good for 
tourism and buffalo burgers. It is, 
however, a surprisingly compli- 
cated task for those charged with 
caring for the intelligent, power- 
ful and feisty animals. 

"It 1.S difficult to take a wild 
animal and raise it behind a 
fence as livestock,” acknowl- 
edges Scott McCorquodalc, a 
svildlife biologist for the Yakama 
Indian Nation. “They don't have 
the same respect for fences as 
cattle have.” 

Difficult, but it can be done, 
says John 6irl, a 29-ycar veteran 
of ranching and a registered 
member of the Yakama Indian 
Nation. Carl was hired by 
McCorquodale to be the primary

caretaker of the Nation's bison 
herd. 

Highly revered, bison are the 
topic of both legends and mys- 
tery for the Yakamas. The most 
prominent legend, su^s Virginia 
Ucavert, a well-known Yakama 
cultural historian, involves 
Spilyay, a trickster who often 
takes the form of a coy.itc. 

In “The Buffalo Ler/'.id” pub- 
lished in “The Way It Vt'us,” a col- 
lection of Yakama Indian talcs, 
Spilyay leaves the Yakima Valley 
in .search of a legendary people 
of the Great Ifiains, He finds 
Tsulum, the buffalo people, to be 
more beautiful and powerful 
than rumors proclaim. The coy- 
ote long.s to possess some of the 
Tsulum women and negotiates 
with the chief to give him his five 
buffalo daugiiters. 


Wise to Spilyay’s lusty inten- 
tions, the chief agrees, with con- 
ditions. Spilyay must deliver tlie 
five daughters to the Valley of 
the Three Sisters, which lies 
between mountains today known 
as Adams. St. ' Helens and 
Rainier, before he takes them as 
his wives. 

As the journey progresses, 
Spilyay's shape transforms. lUs 
paws become himves. liissira>(du 
back becomes a towering hmnp 
and his face becomes that of a 
biiffnlo. Eager to have the daugii- 
ters, Spilyay breaks his promise 
one evening and, in doing so, 
transforms back into a coyote. 
T'he five daugiiters alKuidon him 
and return to the Great Plains. 

For the Yakamas, the legend 
explains why bison failed to 
inhabit the Yakima Valley. 


Archaeological evidence sug- 
gests. howcvcr.'thai bison did 
inhabit much of the Columbia 
Plateau, including the Yakima 
Valley. 

But they disappeared npproxi- 
^iiiately eiglit centuries ago, says 
Carl Gustafson a zoological 
e.xpert for Washington State 
University’s ■ anthropology 
departmem. T'he dis;ip])carance, 
he confirms, could possibly have 
triggered mcinorie.s that later 
liecame "Tlic Buffalo lA.-gend" to 
the Yakamas. 

Evidence was found along the 
Columbia River in more than a 
dozen "pil hou.ses" or butchering 
situs that were part of ancient 
Indian encampments. TTic closest 
site to the Yakima Valley was 
discovered last October on 
Bateman Island, located at the

Tlie liull 
n])peared tn be coopertiting tuul 
ail .seemed to be going well, “In ti 
matter nf seconds I'd turned ami 
he was after me,” Carl recalls. 
“Scott said, 'Look out!' tmil 1 
jumped.”

Official calls for new bison attitude Politicos solicit from Indian nations 


BOZEMAN, Mom. (Al>) - 
Everyone in the controversy over 
bi.<ion management needs a new 
attitude, if the controversy is to 
be resolved, a Montana expert 
maintains, 

People on all .sides have been 
unyielding, distorted facts and 
emphasized values over knowl- 
edge, says John Mundingcr of the 
Montana Department of Fisii, 
Wildlife and Parks. 

Ranchers, liuntcrs, Indian 
tribes, animals-rights activists, 
cnvironmentali$is.,and mhers all 
have valid inferestV^md deeply 
held beliefs, but they refuse to 
grant the same status to groups 
with opposing views, Mundingcr 
said. And government employees 
seem to make matters worse. 

“Even the teclinical expens — 
people ivho arc trained to under- 


stand the difference between 
objective facts and subjective 
conjectures argue about 
whose science is correct,” 
Mundingcr said. 

“There are no neutral-ground 
- scientists, universally accepted a.s 
experts on the topic of bisun and 
bruccllosi.s,” he said. 
"Consequently, efforts to manage 
bison have been remarkably sim- 
ilar to those to solve longstanding 
religious and ethnic disputes in 
the Nliddlc East.” 

'lliou-sonds of Ycllou-stonc bison 
have been sliot orsliippcd loslau^i- 
ter after they wandered into 
Montana. TTiey ivere killed to pre- 
vent die spread of brucellosis, wiiidi 
causes coil's to abort ilicir calves. 

While science is an issue, 
Mundingcr maintained the 
debate is really political. 


Gov. Marc Kacicix, 
Mundingcr's ixis-s. often has criti- 
cized the federal government 
because the National Bark 
Sers'icc and tlie U.S. AgricuUure 
Department saddle Montana with 
conflicting mandates. The Park 
Service wants to Jet bison roam at 
the same time the Agriculture 
Deptirtment threatens Montana 
iritii sanctions on in-cf liecaiisc of 
possible brucellosis exposiu-c. 

The ri/t filters down to state 
government as well. MimJinger 
said. The Fish. Wildlife and I’ai^s 
department and the Montana 
Department of Livestock, tivo 
state iigendcs charged until man- 
aging bison, “openiic from very 
different mandates and the ten- 
sion between us ... more or less 
parallels that of (he two federal 
iigencics.”

Examine only loday's North- 
South hands and the bidding: Can 
you find the best plan for scoring 
11 tricks? 

With a normal 2-1 trump break, 
it’s easy to count 10 winners by 
ruffing South’s losing spade in 
dummy. But how docs South 
avoid losing tlircc diamond tricks 
if West has the ace? The club suit 
offers no solution; dummy lacks 
enough entries to allow its use. 

Is finding East with the dia- 
mond ace the only chance left? 
Not quite. Here’s tlie plan adopted 
by Andrew Tarkinglon of Dallas in 
a recent duplicate game. 

After winning his spade ace 
and cashing his two top trumps. 
South led to dummy's club ace 
and ruffed a club, After ruffing his 
last spade, South led a club from 
dummy, intending to pass the' 
trick to West. Had East discarded. 

• South would also have discarded, 
allowing West to win. Now, re- 
gardless of where the diamond 
ace might be, South would .score 
his diamond king. (East was a 
huge favorite to hold an cight- 
cai^ spade suit.) 

Big surprise! It was East who 
had the third club, scuttling the 
planned endplay. In exchange, 
South found a more dramatic fin-' 
ish. If East had eight spades and 
five cards in the hearts and club.s, 
he could hold no diamonds. So 
South ruffed East's club king and 
led a low diamond to We.sf.s jack. 
With nothing left but diamonds, 
West had to concede a trick to 
South's diamond king, giving 
South his elusive I ith winner. 

Tarkington's success.did not go 
exactly as he hud planned. Better 
yet. it provided for unforeseen 
contingencies.

Treasury bills turn in 
mbced performance 
at tltis week’s auction 


WASHINGTON — Interest rates on 
short-term Treasury securities were 
mixed in Monday’s auction with three- 
month bills edging higher while six- 
month bills dropped to the lowest level 


since early March. 

The Treasury Department sold S7.1 bil- 
lion in tiirce-momh bills at an average dis- 
count rate of 4.94 percent, up from 4.93 per- 
cent last week. /Ynother S7.1 billion was 
sold in six-month bills at an average rate of 
S.20 percent, down from 5.22 percent. 


NEW YORK — ‘llie Dow Jones indus- 
trial average flirted with 7,500 for the 
Hrst time and records fell along a broad 
front Monday as a surge of investor 
enciuisiasm for blue-chip .stocks carried 
over from Friday. 

The Dow rose 42.72 to close at 7.47S.50, 
pushing the blue-chip barometer's gains 
for the year above 1,000 points, or about 
IG percent. 

The average bobbed alx)ve 7,500 sever- 
al times during the day before retreating 
during the last hour. At these levels, it 
has taken less of a leap in terms of per- 
centage gain.s to pass sucii milestone.s, 
with the Dow first breaking above G,000 
in October and 7,000 in February. 

“This m.nrket is surging, tecimicallj' it's 
fully in gear," said Richard E. Cnpps, 
chief market strategist for Lcgg Mason of 
Baltimore. "Most of the investors wiin we 
talked to still have a fair amount of 
cash." . 

Broader indicators also set new highs 
despite a we.ak day in the bond market, 
where traders secured some profits from 
Friday’s sharp advance. 

Technology shares, which struggled 
last week amid worries that computer 
demand has slackened, were among the 
day's strongest issues. In tlie Dow, IBM 
rose 1 1/4 at 86 7/8 and Hewlett-Packard 
rose 1 1/8 at 53 3/8. 

The Dow also drew support from the 
consumer products sector: Procter 5: 
Gamble rose 2 3/4 to 139; Johnson &: 


Johnson rose 1 1/2 to 61 5/8; and Merck 
rose 1 1/4 to 93 1/2. 

"Thu things that had been doing well 
are attracting the most money," said 
Cripps, referring to tlie large connirate. 
pharmaceutictil, and teclmology stocks 
that have led the market all year. 

The only group missing from the usual 
leadership, he noted, were financial 
stocks, which were wcigliud down by a 
sharp increase in interest rates in the 
bond market. 

A flurry of corporate deals also drew 
buyers into the market, analysts said. 
Microsoft agreed to invest 51 billion in 
Comcast, the nation's fourth-largest cable 
company. Comcast’s class A shares 
surged 3 3/lG to 21 7/16 in active Nasdaq 
trading. 

Tele-Cummunicaiions Inc., the nation's 
biggest c.-iblc company, agreed to sell 10 
New York-area cable systems to 
Cablevision. In retum.'TCI will get a 33 
percent stake in the company. 
Cablevision shares rose 9 3/4 to 44 3/8 on 
the American Stock Exchange, while TCI 
class A .shares rose 1 at 16 1/16 in active 
Nasdaq trading. 

Advancing issues outmimbercd declin- 
ers by a nearly 4-io-3 margin on tlie New 
York Slock Exchange, where volume as 
of 4 p.in. totaled 465.58 million shares vs. 
488.40 million in the prcviims session. 

The Standard & Poor's .500-stock list 
rose 4.90 to 862.91, and the NYSE's com- 
posiie index rose 2.04 to 450.17, with 
both measures adding to Friday’s record 
higlis.

“For me, it’s the difference 
between getting through the day 
without a migraine headache or 
not," Ms. Zucker, a television pro-

RWps support her lower back and 
neck. “Five minutes in someone 
cIsc's chair and I fed the stress.” 

The sedentao' office lifestyle and 
Uic graying of the baby boomers arc 
driving the grotsrth of back-friendly 
products, said Skip Schao, coownor 
Mih tvife, JoAnne, of Washington- 
area stores called JoAnne's Bed & 
Back Shops. 

Eight of ten people experience 
debilitating back pain at some jwint 
in their lives, said Scott Donkin, a 
Lincoln, Neb., diiropractor, author 
and consultant. 

Back stores are part of tlie grow- 
ing back treatment business that 
includes surgery, massages, chiro- 
practic treatment and borne health 
remedies. 

“Ten years ago there probably 
would not have been that kind of 
market. People understand there 
are more things tlicy can do to help 
tliemselves,” Donkin said. 

Chains tvith names such as the 
Healthy Back Store on the East 
Coast and California-based Relax 
the Back are expanding, althougli 
comprehensive sales figures are not 
available. 

JoAnne’s said it did about S4.5 
million in sales last year, up from 
S3.8 million two years ago. They 
have been expanding to other 
states, and opened four stores last 
month around New York. 

Most sales are to well-heeled 
boomers over 40. Younger people 
either don’t have the money or are 
more likely to shake off minor aches 
and pains, he said.

College students discover internships to be increasingly

WASHINGTON — Alice 
Ncmon, a communications major 
who just finished iier third year at 
American University, faced a 
tough choice when she mapped out 
her summer plans — head home to 
Martha’s Vineyard to teach tennis 
and “hang out with nature,” or get 
a career-oriented intemsliip. 

Newton dedded to hang up her 
racket and get some experience in 
the work world. 

"I still question it periodically,” 
said Newton, 20, who is ^^x)rking in 
the research department of Powell- 
Tate, a public-reladons and adver- 
tising firm here. “But Uicre comes 
a time when you h^’c to think 
about your cireer. Academic expe- 
rience only'takcs you so far. 
Hands-on e.vpericnce supplements 
it quite nicely and gives you some- 
thing books can't pve you.” 

Newton is one of thousands of 
undergraduates who annually 
work as interns in Wa.sliington — a 
subset of a growing number of sttt- 
dents all over the country who iuc 
seeking internships to gain work 
experience. Internships always 
have been an integral part of col- 


lege education, but with compa- 
nies looking for better-trained 
employees, they have become 
almost a requi.site of success. 

A 1996 survey of 434 members 
of the National Association of 
Colleges and Employers, a profes- 
sional association for human- 
resources professionals who hire 
college graduates, found that 70 
percent of employers require new 
hires to have had internships or 
other job training. Work experi- 
ence was second only to “major" 
on the list of factors used to saecn 
students for intervietvs. 

Sixty-one percent of the respon- 
dents said they offer summer 
internship programs and 98 per- 
cent of liiose said tlicy use the pro- 
grams to find permanent employ- 
ees. On average, nearly half of 
summer interns tverc offered full- 
time positions. 

Sevemy-ttro percent of manufac- 
turingcompanics offered intemships, 
wliilc 55 percent of service buaness- 
es and 35 percent of government 
departments liad such programs. 

Students sucli as Newton are tak- 
ing advantage of the opportunities. 

“I have a lot of older friends," 
said Newton, explaining why she 


souglit a summer inicmshp. “The 
ones that had internships have 
jobs and the ones that didn’t strug- 
gle to make ends meet." 

Corporations benefit from intern- 
ships because it gives them a 
chance to put prospective employ- 
ees in job situations and to sec how 
they handle

track the groiving numbers of stu- 
dents holding internships and the 
corporations offering them, career 
counselors at colleges all over the

Summer interaships aren’t just a 
resume-building burden. Col- 
lepans gain exposure to fields they 
want to explore, as well as opportu- 


nities to network and find mentors. 
Paid internships also help defray 
college costs. 

But most internships iue unpaid, 
and that can be a strain for .stu- 
dents who already arc stniggling 
wiih college lo.-ms or other exi>ens- 
es. Some schools and companies 
provide housing, meals or other 
.essentials, but often this is nut 
’enou^i for students, who rely on 
money from summer jobs to get 
them tltrougli the sdtool ye;ir. 

Career counselors say that no 
matter how insignificam an intern- 
ship — or even a plain old summer 
job — may seem, students can 
apply the skills down the roiid. 

"Employers love to see students 
tvho have experience in sales or c\ls- 
tomer service, for example," said 
Pat Mitfidoaski. as.sodaie detui ;uid 
director of the Weston Career 
Resources Center at the John M.

Twin sisters meld 2 worlds — cowboys and fashion 


ARTESLV, N.M. (AI’) — On more than 
one occasion, Clarissa and Cassandra 
have been called “the real thing,” 

From branding calves with their 
“papa,” rancher Buddy Derrick, to creat- 
ing outfits for country-western super- 
stars, the twin sisters have successfully 
melded the two worlds of cowboys and 
fashion. 

It’s a story that began tvhen tliey wore 
just G years old and their mother, Martha 
Derrick, opened her otw fabric store, 

“We would absolutely rather be there 
than anywhere else." said Cassandra, 
who lives in Artesia. Clarissa lives in 
Dallas. And for business and promotion 
purposes, they “don’t do" last names. 
Their company and clothing label reads 
simply Clarissa Cassandra. 

As young girls, they often visited the 
world of high fashion, Their ticket: a 
grand imagination, beautiful bolts of fab- 
ric and Vogue pattern catalogs. 

"'nio way SVC got to Paris tvas opening 
Vogue. Wc studied that like it was .some 
kind of school," said Cassandra. “We 
didn’t know it, but wc were designing 
.backtlien.” . 

- Cassandra was studying fashion at 
•Texas Tech University in Lubbock tvhen 
the opportunity to go to England present- 
ed itself. She lived there 18 months and 
was "greatly influenced by the European 
style," site said. 

Clarissa also traveled to London, 
where she attended fashion cullcgc. 

“It was an eye-opener. It was an 
incredible experience to be there," she 
said, adding the time spent there gave 
the two an "edge” in their oivn designs. 

When she returned, Clarissa went to 
work for clothing manufacturer TSE 
Cashmere in Los /\ngelcs, where in eight 
years she worked her way up to head 
designer. She designed a collection and 
watched profits soar for the company. 
But being an entrepreneur by nature, she 
was more determined than ever to work 
independently. 

When Cassandra returned, she opened 
a retail clothing shop in ^Wtesia. 

Tlieir combined experiences provided 
a good foundation to start their owm busi-

When they decided to go it alone 
three years ago, western clothing was 
still riding a peak — fortunate for them 
because it's what they had always want- 


ed to do. “Western with an edge," 
Clarissa said. 

“People call it Euro-westem. It's more 
sophisticated,” she added. “We wanted 


to bring some elegance to the Western 
industry." 

Their first big break came during a 
Lubbock, Te.xa.s. concert featuring cmin- 
try-westem singer Hal Kctchuni. Clarissa 
and Cassandra hud fallen in love with liis 
music and decided Cassandra, since she 
was closer, slioidd go to the show and tr>| 
to meet him during a "meet and greet" 
he often holds before pcrfonnances. 

She felt a liiile .silly standing in line 
with a bunch of giggly young girls. Hut 
her patience paid off. 

She met Ketchum and they talked a 
while. 

Aftenvard, the sisters searched out his 
management agency in Nashville and 
arranged a meeting with Ketchum in 
Riverside, Calif- 

Before Cassandra’s trip to California, 
the two designed and had four shirts con- 
structed. In 10 days time, Ca.ssnndra and 
the shirts were on a plane to ineei 
Clarissa and Ketchum in California. He 
bougJit the shins and wore one for that 
night’s performance. 

Their reputation spread quickly and 
before long, die two were designing and 
sewing outfits for Keiclium, Brooks and 
Dunn, Colin Raye, Toby Keith and Marty 
Stuart. 

Mter a brief stint at colebniy design. 
Clarissa and Cassandra decided to 
expand their work, moving away from 
custom men’s clothing and into women’s 
ready-to-wear. 

But they discovered firsthand the diffi- 
culties women have obtaining capital to 
start their own businesses, especially in 
the fashion industry. 

Rather than go to the banks right off, 
they pooled their savings and ordered 
enough fabric to make one clothing sam- 
ple line. They took their line to market in 
Dallas and in four days, wrote $60,000 in 
orders. , , , 

Purchase orders and samples in hand, 
they went to banks, but loan officers said 
the two lacked enouglt equity to qualify 
for a small business loan. 

“We thought if you proved yourself, 
you could get the money,” Cassandra 
said. 

They turned to family, who invested, 


and infliiL'iitial friends, wlin pulled some 
strings. The two also used their credit 
curds and la ilie end, were able to pull 
enougli together for supplies. By then, 
they iuid only three months to buy mate- 
rials and fill 560,000 in orders. 

They made their deadline and busi- 
ness has ninirished. They met their sales 
goal last year and set up racks in the pop- 
ular Neimnn-Marcus stores, Before this 
quarter is ilirmigh. ihcir designs will 
debut in Nordstrom’s department siores. 
Their goal this year is to make the husi- 
ne.ss profitable, inviting investors to help 
the company break imo the more main- 
stream department .stores. 

They iry t« produce five collections a 
year witli 60 pieces per collection, which 
means they’re continually designing, 
showing ai market, and filling orders, 
Independent contraciors in New Mexico 
.sew.all tlie company’s broomstick skins. 
The rest of the production takes place m 
Dallas. 

Tlicir lines consist of about 25 percent 
Euro-wcsioni designs and about 75 per- 
cent non-western. Their western designs 
are iini<iiie in that they include- vintage 
wesiem pieces displaying the elaborate 
stitcliing of yesteryear. Tltey love the 
romance of tlie old style, such as the vin- 
tage chain stitch, and work hard to 
achieve the authentic old-time wc.stcrn 
look — with a European edge, of course, 
More tlian once, they’ve looked at 
advertisements and store racks only to 
discover multimillion-dollar companies 
have copied their designs and unique col- 
ors. 

"When you’re strolling and you see 
your shapes and designs (tvith another 
company’s label), it hurts,” Clarissa said. 

They also stirred up the industry by 
upgrading the quality of clothing, they 
said, using sterling silver buttons, and 
extraordinary fabrics that competitors 
said would never go over. In the end, 
many competitors ended up following 
suit. 

Now, Clarissa Cassandra sells to 200 
stores in the United States and Canada. 
Their only outlet store, where customers 
can buy at outlet prices, is at home in 
Artesia.

Microsoft jumps into 
phone-service market 


NEW LONDON, Conn. (/YF) — 
Robert Jordan is a little too smart 
for his own good. 

He took an exam to become a 
New London police officer but 
wasn’t called back for an interview 
because he scored too high. 

Yes, iliafs right, too high. 

He filed a federal lawsuit a cou- 
ple of weeks ago alle^ng discrimi- 
nation based on intelligence. 

“I know I would be a good cop, 
but I had Uie misfortune of select- 
ing too many correct ansivers," said 
Jordan, 46. “Wliot kind of a mes-. 
sage does this send to children? 
Study hard, but not too hard?" 

Deputy Police Ciiief William C. 
Gavitt and the city’s attorney. 
Ralph J. Monaco, said candidates 
who score too liigli could get Ixircd 
with police work and leave not 
long after undergoing academy 
training that costs about $25,000, 

“Wc are looking for briglit peo- 
ple," Monaco said, “but we’re not 
looking for people that are so 
bri^t to an extent that they’re not

Each year, it is given to nearly 3 

' million people nationwide. 

Wonderlic said New London is 
•not alone in screening out potential 
employees deemed too smart, but 
it wouldn’t identify any of those 
employers. If there arc any, they 


are not exactly coming forward to 
admit Uiey don't hire smart people. 

At McDonald’s Corp., which 
does not use an intelligence test, 
many executives started out flip- 
ping burgers, spokeswoman 
Malesia Webb-Dunn said. “A col- 
lege education certainly isn’t a liin- 
drance," she said. 

At Lotella’s Carting Co., a 
Connecticut trash hauler, supervi- 
sor Lisa Latclla 
said, "To be very 
honest, we would 
hire anyone;" 

But she said a 
college-educated 
person would 
probably ivant a 
higher salary 
tlian die company could offer. 

New London hot dog vendor 
Murray Zionis, 42, has nvo years of 
college credits but said she’s not 
bored witii her job. “You have a lot 
of interaction with people," she 
said with a smile. As for hiring 
someone with a college degree, she 
said: “I don’t care if they’re a pro- 
fessor. If tlicy want to come work 
forme,iliat’sfinc.” 

But New London shoe salesman 
Charlie Dailey, 38, who spent one 
year at college, said he sometimes 
feels overqualified “The little guys 
never get die credit," he said. “It’s 
the managers \vho gel all the credit.’’ 

Jordan, tvlio sells insurance and 
is a part-time security guard, has a 
bachelor’s degree in literature 
from a correspondence college and 
was admitted to law school at 


Quinnipiac College in Hamden but 
dropped out after a year. 

He scored a 33 on the test, which 
measures a person’s ability to Icam 
and to solve problems- (Two other 
applicants who scored even higher 
were also rejected.) 

Jordan’s score gave him the 
cquiv-alcnt of an IQ of 125. Sucli a 
score would be expected of a 
dicmist, electrical eopnecr, admin- 
istrator or com- 
puter program- 
mer, said Char- 
les F. Wonder- 
lie, president of 
the test compa- 
ny. 

The average 
score nationally 
for police officers as well as general 
office workers, bank tellers und 
salespeople is 21 to 22, the equiva- 
lent of an IQ of 104. New London 
police interviewed only those can- 
didates who scored 20 to 27. 

In contrast, the neighboring 
community of Groton uses the 
exam only to screen out those who 
test low in intelligence. 

“I go for the highest score on the 
Wonderlic that I can get," said 
Police Chief Wilfred Blandtette Jr. 
“My instructions are, ‘You pve me 
a list of people who are above this 
number.' Let me figure outjf 
tliey’re going to get bored or not.” 

Experts in the field of indust^ 
psychology said tliat studies on job 
satisfaction do not support New 
London's policy. 

"If we make it a pracace of rul- 


ing out people based on superior 
intellectual abilities, we may be 
eliminating people who would 
become our police chiefs," said 
Robin Inwald, director of Hilson 
Research in New York, one of the 
nation’s leading test developers for 
iawoiforcement agendes. 

Frank J. Landy. author of the 
book “Psychology of Work 
Behavior," said job satisfaction is 
dsiermincd not just by how chal- 
lenging the work is but by factors 
such as salary, recognition and 
relationships with co-workers. 

“The notion that die individual 
is too bri^i is goofy,” he said, 

On the streets of New London, 
the case been a liede embarrassing 
(or members of the police force. 

“There have been jokes about it, 
but we’re intelligent enough to 
overlook that." Patrolman John 
Clark said. “The city should feel 
safe. The people of New London 
respect us because tve’vc proven 
ourselves over the yeara." 

This week, a man walked up to a 
patrolman on the street with an 
outstretched hand and said; “I’m 
proud to know you’re dumb 
enough to be a police officer.” 

. The man, who would not identify 
himself, said he was only kidding. 
Many dtiiens are questioning the 
hiring pobey, diougii. 

“A policeman’s job is not the 
caricst job. Thcry have to be able to 
think, rd rather have a person tvho 
scored hi^cr on the test,” said Jim 
Rondeau, an insurance claims 
manager.

NEW ORLEANS — Microsoft, 
the hulking leader of the infonna- 
tion technology world, is abniii to 
look a little smaller, at least by 
comparison. 

’Hic Redmond. Wasli.-based com- 
pany, best known for its Window's 
computer software, says it wants a 
bigger piece of the telephone net- 
work services market. That will 
propel Microsoft, a leader in the • 
$238 billion infotecli industry, into 
a $600 billion realm long ruled by 
die 28-year-old UNIX technology. 

“We’ve been working on this in 
the background for years," 
Microsoft marketing director Bdl 
Anderson said at his company’s 
booth at SuperComm, a telecom 
industry trade show last week., 
“But this is a coming-out p;uiy for 
Microsoft and its partners.” 

Microsoft isn’t alone in its plans. 
A diitdi of compuier-orientcd com- 
panies — Sun Microsystems, Grade 
Corp. and IBM — have also 
announced Uiat diey want a bigger 
sliare of die network services world. 

It sounds simple enougli — tele- 
phone switches are just big com- 
puters, after all — but the effort 
may prove difficult. Unlike phone 
companies, the Microsofts of the 
world are not k-nois-n for simple or 
reliable products, telecommunica- 
tions consultant Peter Bernstein 
I said. 


"People have had the experi- 
ence of picking up the telephone 
ami always hearing a dial tone,” 
said Bernstein, president of 
Inionautics Consulting of Ramsey, 
N.J. “People have had the experi- 
ence that when they turn on a com- 
puter, at one point they will need 
lielp. The market is going to be a 
lougli taskmaster,’’ 

'Hie leading operating system for 
telephone companies is UNIX, 
designed in 1969 by the former 
Hell Labs (its descendant is Lucent 
Technologies, wliich operates a 
large factory in the Dallas suburb 
of Mes<iuiic). 

The biggest reason for the 
infntcch invasion is opportunity. 
New federal laws have put local 
plione companies in a panic, forc- 
ing them to compete for aistomers 
for the first time and spurring 
them to provide the hottest in 
plume services. 

Die infotech companies say they 
can do ju.st diat — Microsoft wiUi 
its Windows NT server. Sun with 
its Java softw-nre language. 

Movies on demand, video confer- 
encing — die infotech players want 
to help telephone companies sup- 
ply it all. 

For example, customers trill be 
able to order voice mail over the 
imemet using Microsoft’s Internet 
Explorer software, Anderson said. 
He added that such technology was 
not fully developed until this year.
